alion with them. That impression, damning in its ef- 
i’ feet upon a city's growth, is the result of propaganda 
‘ emanating from both without and within. The only 
, wav it can be destroyed is by the actual demonstration 
; of its falsity, tnd that demonstration is possible only 
through extraordinary sfforta on the put of the city 
. as a whole. 

Inevitably any bold attempt to insure the city's 
gr-iwth along this line will meet with opposition from 
(laments who are either quite satisfied with things as 

• they are. or fail to see the problem in its larger out¬ 
line; but the time has come when we must put our- 

• reives on the map and provide outlets for the brain 
J and brawn, the energy and ambition, of our 

people, particularly ouK young people who ob¬ 
ject to going lo reed before their time. We 
h-ve remarkable resources for industrial development 
at our very door. On the island a few miles away we 
have an empire of raw material in the fields, forests 
and mineral soil. Tha fisheries of lour West Coast 
are building up industries m Seattle and Vancouver— 
and we have people childish enough lo claim that for 
some obscure reason similar industries can not be oper- 

• ated here. We have incomparable advantages as a 
i shipping port, the first and Iasi port of call in the 

Northwest for trans-Pacific commerce. Indeed, our 
assets for industrial expansion are more imposing by 
far'than our attractions as a place of comfortable 

• leisure and recreation. Many other placet with half 
‘ of those advantages have become great and prosperous 

-omaunities because their people were ready to make 
lacrificaa to that end. in order to prove what could be 
■ lone. Victoria can present the same object lesson.

At the ram* time, the paper de¬ 
clares there le something in OrSat Bri¬ 
tain's present contention, hut argue* 
that fruitful discussion between the 
United states and Great Britain lr 
only possible on tacit assumption that 
war between them le inconceivable 

"On that assumption." It raya 
"America ern reasonably -be asked to 
consider our enormous maritime obli¬ 
gations. while we can afford to* regard 
with considerable philosophy enormous 
additions to the United States fleet If 
the United States desires them." 

The News thinks the Implications ot 
tha foregoing assumptions have not 
been thought out. and the ground for 
the conference waa not adequately 
prepared Therefore, it suggests tha 
best plan would be amicably to ad-
